HE Honorable Company's Cavalry is to obſerve 

two Arrangements in forming. The one for Pa- 
rade, the other for Action. As the Regiments of Native 
Cavalry are to act as Light Dragoons, each Troop muſt 
be conſidered as a complete Body, poſſefling every Re- 
ſource which can enable it to Form, March, and Fight, 
either in concert with, or independently of any other: a 
Troop, or Squadron is, hence-forth, to be underſtood as the 
ſame diviſion of the Regiment. | 


PARADE of a TROOP of NATIVE CAVALRY. 


A Troop of Native Cavalry, on the preſent Eſtabliſh. 
ment, conſiſts of 1 European Subaltern, 1 European Serje- 
ant, 1 Subidar, 3 Jemidars, 4 Havildars, 4 Naigues, 1 
Trumpeter, 1 Farrier, and 68 Privates. £3 


But as this Eſtabliſhment contains ten Privates more 
than are neceſſary to form a juſt Arrangement of Files, for 
actual Service, including two Privates in each Troop 
for Caſualties, and as it is probable that the eight Super- 
numeries of each Troop will be taken as a Foundation to iorm 
the fifth Regiment upon, the following Arrangements are 
made, on a preſumption that the Number of Privates in 
each Troop will be 60, and that thoſe who are to form in 
Parade will be 58, and not 68. ; 


The Troop is always to draw up in two Ranks, and the 
Men to form cloſe to each other, without touching, 


Whenever a Troop is ordered to form in Parade, the 
Ranks are to be at Open Order, or at a Diltance from each 
other equal to Half the Front of the Troop. The Euro- 

ean Serjeant in the Front Rank, and a Havildar in the 
Near Rank, makes the Center of the Troop, whereby it 
is divided into two Diviſions, conſiſti ag of fixtcen File each, 
including the Havildar's File on the outer Flanks, and the 
Naigue's File next to the Center in the Front Rank.

The Arrangements of Naigues and Privates for Action 
or Manceuvres, differs in no ReſpeR from that ſettled for 
the Parade. The Rear Rank cloſes to the Front, to the 
Diſtance of three Yards, or a Horſe's length, and is to pre- 
ſerve that Diſtance in charging, and in executing all it's 
Mancuvres. The European Serjeant in the Center of 
the Front Rank reins back, and takes his Station in the 
Center of the Rear Rank, and the Havildar, in the Center 
of the Rear Rank, moves from that Station to the Left of 
the Rear Rank to complete the third Jemidars File on the 
Leſt Flank of the Troop. The Havildar on the Right of 
the Front Rank, reins back to the Right of the Rear 
Rank, to complete the ſecond Jemidars File on the Right 
Flank. The Trumpeter and Farrier on the Right and 
Left of the Troop take their Stations a Horſe's lengtn 
from the Rear Rank, oppoſite the Center of the Right 
and Left Hand Half Diviſions of the "Troop.

A Regiment of Native Cavalry conſiſts of fix Troops, 
or Squadrons, without the Diſtinction of Grenadier Troops, 
as it 15 intended that all the Troops in the ſame Regiment, 
ſhall be kept as equal as poſſible in good Men and Horſes. 
Exch Troop to be numbered from the Right; the ſirſt 
Troop, being the Right 'Troop, and the 6th the Left. 


Whenever the Regimeat is ordered to form ia Parade, 
the Troops draw up in a Line agrceable to the Order 
Settled tor a ſingle Troop in 1 preſerving an In- 
terval equal to ſix yards 3 each Troop. The Field 
Pieces attached to the Cavalry draw up on the Right and 
Left Flank of the Regiment; the Artillery Laſcars for- 
ming in a Line with the Front Rank, th: fall Extent of the 
Drag Ropes, which they hold in their hands. Iwo Eu— 
ropean Artillery Men draw up on the Right of the Laſcars 
and two on the Left, dreſſing with the Front Rank, and 
the Non-Commiſſioned Officer attached to the Regimental 

uns takes poſt in the rear oppoſite to the Center of the 
Rich Field Piece, dreſſing with the Rear Rank. The 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment takes his Station 
one Horſe's length in Front of the Line of European 
Officers, and oppoſite to the Center Troop of the Regi- 
ment, that is to ſay, the third Troop, which is the Troop 
of Diſtinction. The Adjutant forms in a Line with the 
European Officers, about one Horſe's length on the right 
of the firſt Troop, and the Quarter-Maſter, in the ſame 
manner, takes poſt.on the Left of the fixth Troop.

Rank cloſes within a Horſe's length of the 
Front Rank, and the Officers of each Troop take poſt in 
the Manner directed for a Troop in Action. The Inter- 
vals between each 1100p are in all reſpeQs the ſame; 
The Commandant reins. back within three Horſes length 
from the Front Rank. The European Adjutant takes hls 
Station in the Rear oppoſite to the Center of the Right

The Native Cavalry ſhall be permitted to take the 
Poſition on Horſeback, . moſt in uſe with the beſt 
Horſeman among the Natives——This chiefly differs 
from the proper European poſition by contracting the 
Leg, with ſhort Stirrups, and clinging with it 


The Body ought to be erect in General—The Head 


high, and the Body ought to lean back in the more 


violent action of the Horſe—and to the inſide, in 


proportion to the velocity of the pace, and ſize of the 
eircle, the Horſe moves in—In this there is but one 
true Syſtem; the left Hand, ought to be before the 
Center of the Body, and of a height with the Elbow.

Let four Camp Colours be placed on level Ground, 
ſo as to make an oblong Square, 30 yards broad, and 
bo yards long. 


When the Recruit, after a few Days Leſſon in the 
Longe, underſtands, fo far, what you mean—Let the 
Caveſon be taken off at the end of his Leſſon in the 
Longe, and let him be ſhewn the ſigure of the Square, 
and walk round it, firſt to the Right, one complete 
turn—then change, croſling, diagonally, from one {ide 
to the other—change again and Halt. 


This being underſtood—let him trot the ſame figure, 
a couple of turns—let him Double, that is, cut the

When the Rider is confirmed iu his trot, let him

Expert Horſemen very juſtly diſtinguiſh the ſame 
in the Trot, and in the walk—The toregoing hows 
eyer ſuffices here, | 


In changing on the Square, after turning the corner 
of one of the longeſt ſides, proceed about ten yards 
and then point to che oppoſite ſide about ten yards 
before you arrive at that corner The inſide Rein in 
all figures, ought to be ſomewhat the ſhorteſt, ſo as 
for the Horſe to bepd his neck in a ſmall degree to 
the infide—When the Rider changes, as ſoon as he 
arrives on the new line let him change his Rein—that 
is, lengthen the outſide, and ſhorten the inſide Rein. 
It is proper that the figure be preciſely deſcribed in 
order that the Rider, and the Horſe, be accuſtomed 
to move, in all directions, on given Lines; for the 
excellence of Horſemanſhip conſiſts in conducting the 
Horſe whereſoever you pleaſe ; It is alſo very proper 
to let each man, ſingly gallop his Horſe at full ſpeed 
fer about 2, or 300 yards—now and then; It copfirms

Whenever the Rider Halts, either in the Longe, 
or in the Square give the word—Rein back ! March ! 
Let the Rider raiſe his hand ſomewhat, in order to 
raiſe the Horſe's Head, feel and eaſe the Horſe's mouth 
in a ſtranger degree than uſual, but never pull dead 
weight—The Herſe will ſoon underſtand this—Let 
him go back a few ſteps at firſt, and when better 
accuſtomed, ſome more ſteps---till the Rider can 
Rein him back briſkly, as far as required---Let it be 
a Rule always to advance again to the former ground 
after Reining back, | 


Let it be underſtocd that Art, and not Force ſuc- 
ceeds beit with all Horſes---and with all Riders, 


That every Rider muſt be patient, and temperate 
with his Horſe---and every Teacher eminently ſo with 


both. 

That it is beſt to prevent the poſſibility of Reſtive- 
neſs and Anger in the Horſe, by due preparation of 
previous Leſlons- and that both Man and Horſe 


ſhould be duly prepared before they proceed to a new 
one. | 


All proper Horſemanſhip is adapted to the mecha- 
nical figure, and powers of the Horſe, and of the Man 


upon him. 


All Leſions ſhould be ſhort and lively—ſo as not to 
weary the mind or Body of man or horſe, — All 
Leſſons ſhould be finiſhed correctly That is, by 


perſeverance, and patience, let the miſunderſtood part

of the Leſſon be tried till properly performed; and a 
few ſteps only being obtained—Halt and diſmiſs the 
Rider or the Horſe—Thus it will remain on the mind,

In the Leſſon of the longe—one Rough Rider can 
longe but one Man. In the Leſſon of the Square 
there ought not to be, of Raw Recruits, more than 6 
Men at once, and theſe at an interval of three or four 


| Horſe's length, ſo as to be abſolutely independant of 


each other. 

Of Men more advanced, whoſe Leſſon is rather 
intended to preſerve, than to improve their Horſe- 
manſhip—16 or 20 may ride at once in the Square— 
at an interval of two or three Horſes length, 


The firſt Leſſon ſhould be, with an eaſy Caveſſon 
on the noſe, and a long Longe, without a Rider, to 
let the young Horſe go round the Rough Rider, either 
in a Walk, or a trot—The firſt object being to teach 
him the Figure—He ſhowd firſt be led by the hand, 
near to his Head—and the Longe be lengthened out, 
as he becomes more acquainted with the hgure—till at 


length the Rough Rider turns in the Center of the 
Circle, 


The Horſe being reconciled to the Saddle, Bridle, 
and Figure—He may be mounted, with the utmoſt 
gentleneſs, by an expert Rider—He ſhould be many 
times mounted, and diſmounted, in order to familia- 
rife him Let the Man then fit on him, and let the 
Rough Rider lead him in the figure He is a little ac- 
quainted with—Have patience, and temper—they 
will ſooneſt and beſt obtain the end propoſed,

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 Thefirff object is to confirm him in the natural 
paces of the Walk, the trot and the gallop in the 
Cirele firſt In the Square afterwards and in reining 
back—all by very ſhort Leſſons, which are to aug- 
ment with the knowledge, and ſtrength of the Horſe 
When the Horſe is ſome what gentle, much advan- 
tage may be derived from forwarding the proper Rider, 
and his Horſe together, according to the * al- 
ready laid down. 


Horſes are alarmed at fights and ſounds becauſe they 
expect to be hurt by thetn——Convince them of the 
contrary, and they will become indifferent to them. 


Thus, when a Horſe expreſſes fear He is not 
to be beaten, and forced—but be allowed to paſs the 
dreaded object at a diſtance, without the Riders 
ſceming to notice it—tifl by degrees the Horſe will 
approach nearer and nearer of himſelf Flags may 
be waved up, and down, the lines cf each Troop as 
the Horſes ſeed. Drums may be beat—in like 
mariner—Half a Dozen Piftols may be fired in the 
lines every feeding time—— Thus will the Horſes 
conſider theſe circumſtances with pleaſure, rithe; than 
fear, 


The Man and Horſe being manageable He may 
proceed to the application of his Leſlons—by uſing 
his Arms—and firſt by running, at the Ring—Let a 
Bamboo about 6 feet long be placed upright—with 
another at right Angles, -and about a foot long, 
faſtned at top The whole pretty firm——Let a Ring 


be provided of a diameter to admit the Blade of the 
Sword, ——Let it be ſuſpended by a flight thread, 
: little 
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little more than equal to it's weight—about 6 Inches 
below the point of the upper Bamboo. 


The Rider, with his Sword drawn, may ſtand oppo- 
ſite to this, at about 80 Yards diſtance. Let him 
aſſemble, or put his Horſe together, and preſſing him 
at fit ſt into a Canter, leading with the off Jeg, puſh 
him at length into full ſpeed At about 20 Yarcs 
(rom the object, let him point his Sword at the Ring, 
his wriſt turned in tierce, with his Arm extended, and 


his Body leant pretty forward, in order to give ample 
force to the thruſt, and paſſing rapidly near the Bam- 
boo, leaving it on his right, receive the Ring on his 
Sword, which the violence of the motion will break 


off from the ſtring. 


If He has taken the Ring, let him recover his Body 
upright, and raiſe his Arm, and Sword perpendicular 


over his Head, gathering his Horſe into a more col- 


lected gallop, and at about 15, or 20 Vards beyond 
the Bamboo, turn, on a ſmall circle, to the Right 
about, and as Be repaſies the Bamboo, ſhakc off the 
Ring at the foot of it, that it may be replaced—and 
then return to the left of the Rank, from the Right 
of which he began his Caricer. Should He miſs the 
Ring Let him replace himſelf, in kis original 
poſition and return to the Rank. 

Let a ſtrong Bamboo, about 8 feet long, be fixed up- 
right in the Ground Let a Bag be ſtuſfed—or any 
thing about the ſize of a man's Head, be procured— 
It ought not to be of a ſubſtance to injure the Sword, 
ſhould an auZzwerd fellow itrike it Let this be 
fixed on a twig of any ſoft wood that may be cut with 
a Sword—and let the twig be fixed in a dleſt, or hole,

about 4 Inches, or leſs, between the Bamboo and the

'The Rider being placed oppoſite to it, with his 
Sword drawn, at 60, or 80 Yards, may put his Horſe 
into a ſmart gallop, as before, leading with the off 
Leg. Let him, with his Horſe's Head up, well on his 
Haunches, and his own Body well back, make a 
Circle to the right, round the Head, within a Sword's 
length—after compleating this, let him, with a Back- 
handed, or out-{ide Cut, ſtrike off the Head, by 
cutting the twig cleanly in two—after which He muſt 
replace his Sword in it's proper poſition, and return 
to his Rank, 


The practice of the Natives, in riding up to their 
adverſary, and then, as they turn to the Left about, 
ſtriking at him with the Sword, is very defective, by 
preſenting the ſide of the Horſe; a ſituation, of all 
others, in which he may moſt eaſily be overſet by the 
adverſarie's Horſe——As to the Cut, it may eaſily be 
parry d by the common Guard.

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The utmoſt ſteadineſs and attention muſt be ex- 
acted during each portion of the Leſſon and each 
portion ſhould be immediately followed by this Re- 
laxation——The Recruit ſhould always have a ſtrong 
ſtick in his hand, exactly the length of his Sword 
It is to be carried in like manner, and is intended 
to accuſtom him to the perfect management of his 
Horſe—8word in Haud. 


A Horle Soldier can neither uſe his Right hand, 
nor his Tongue, to animate his Horſe to action—He 
muſt therefore uſe his Legs, or Heels Thus, to make 
the Horle move, both Legs ſhould be preſſed againſt 
his ſides, and immediately return to their original 
polition—This not being ſufficient, both ſpurs may be 
gently applied—and the degrees of the preſſure of the 
Legs, or of the Spurs be proportioned to the anima- 
tion required of the Horſe: ſeverity being always 
avoided, as much as poſhble. 


Care muſt be taken that the Rider does not contract 
an unſeemly habit of nigling with his Legs—beſide 
which, the Horſe ſoon diſtegards the uſe of them, if in 


continual motion. 


In all Leſions in Rank, or Squadron, the poſition 
of the Rider, and his method of conducting his 
Horſe muſt be ſcrupulouſly attended to, with a view 
to forward his ſkill in Horſemanſhip, at the ſame time 
that he is inſtructed in Tactics.

The whole Troop may, ſome days, Wheel round 
the Riding Square by Fours—at a Walk—to both 
hands—Form up—and Rein back.

A very uſeful Leſſon for the whole Regiment is, 
Wheeling round the whole Riding Ground by 
Ranks—Thhus---Let the whole ſpace be conſidered as 
a larger Riding Square.

the Siglit muſt be proportionably elevated. 


Al! Officers, Non Commiſſioned Officers, and all 
the Men, if poſlible, ought to know that the line of 
Sight, along tae outide of a Barrel, is not parallel to 


the line wit un- ide of a Barrel, along which the Ball is 


projected, becauſe the Barrel is thic«eſt at tae Breech, 
and thinner at the Muzzle; ſo that they interſect 
each other, at a diſtance greater or leſs, according 
to the Angle of thele lines. The Ball, then, coming

All the Officers Salute, taking the time from the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment, and all the 
trumpeters found the March.—After .a ſufficient 
time, Officers recover their Swords on the motion 
of the Commandant, the Trumpeters ceaſe ſounding, 
and the Commanding Officer of the Regiment will 
advance tothe General, to know his further commands. 


As the Cavalry Evolutions comprehend every 
movement which can poſſibly occur on Service; Offi- 
cers are to make themſelves thoroughly acquainted 
with their principles and advantages, as a knowledge of 
theſe Eſſentials will lead them to improvements, and 
enable the Cavalry to paſs readily over rugged diſtricts, 
and to form with preciſion and alacrity on any ſudden 
emergency, 


It 
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It is, however, by no means meant, that all the Evo- 
lutions of the Cavalry are to be regularly practifed at 
a Review; the Commander in Cheif only expects, 
that ſuci of them as may be applicable to tie Ground 
on waich tne Regiment is reviewed, and to the time 
allotted to the Review, thall be conſtantly ſelected 

and performed. 


RULES to be OBSERVED on a 
M ARCH. 


The greateſt care muſt be taken that every part of 
the Accoutrements, aud Arms are perfectly well placed 
on the Horſe— That his Crupper is ſlac«— The Pad 
cloſe. to the Saddle—The Girths only moderately 
tizht—in a word, that nothing hurts him. 

In marching, each Horſe ſhould be about a horſe's 
length from the horſe before him—it allows ſpace for 
the free ſtep of each, and for both man and horſe to 
diſcern the track, The habitual Pace of the march 
muſt be a Walk— The Leading file muſt obſerve the 
utmoſt equality of pace, and it muſt be a moderate 
Waik —taat all the horſes may Wals too. Every alter- 
ation of pace muſt be done by degrees, and by loud 
Word of Command, that all may begin it at the ſame 
inſtant, bot 


If there be occaſion to march faſter, great attention 
mutt be given that the Horſes be no farther animated, 
or fretted, than the pace requires. 


There muſt be a conſtant attention, during the 
march, to ſpare the Horſe, and to bring both man and 
Horſe to the end of the march, as freſh as poſſible. 


The man muſt fit up right—always have a lvely 
hand on his Horſe ; altno' he be permitted a freer ſtep 
than in the Riding Leſlon, 


In very fatiguing marches, the Rider may be per- 
mitted to caſe himſelf on either thigh occaſionally, but 
never 


1 
never to loll againſt his baggage, or, te omit his 
attention to the track, and to the Horſe's mouth. 


It muſt be the care of every File Leader to chuſe 
the beſt Track, and frequently to caſt his eye forward, 
as far as he can ſee, to diſcover the nature of the way 
He muſt ſhift his track as ſeldom as poſſible: ſucceeding 
Files muſt follow the Leader. 


It is highly proper to Halt, for a couple of minutes, 
about every four miles Each man muſt take this 
opportunity of looking over his Horſe, and his whole 
equipment, and of adjuſting whatever may be neceſſary. 
No man is to be allowed to fall out of his Line of 
march, on any pretext— Thoſe ſhort, frequent Halts, 
make it unneceſſary. 


If a man, by any accident, looſes ſomewhat of his 
Interval, he muſt regain it by degrees, and not by a 
ſudden ſpurt, 


On appearance of difficult Ground, intelligent men 
or Officers may be ſeat forward to difcover the beſt 
track, taking ſuch obſervation of the Ground as to 
be able to deſcribe it at their Return, In any very 
difficult paſs, the men may diſmount, and, taking the 
Reins over the Horſes heads, lead them, with a looſe 
Rein—lIt is incredible what Countries may thus be 
A Leaps may beſt be taken e 

road Leaps at a ſmart, determined Gallop Reſolu- 
tion in the Rider determines the Horſe. Going up 
Hill the Horſe ſhould have his Head, and be allowed 
to lower it—In going down a ſteep Hill, the Horſe 
ſhould be put ſtraight, end on, to it, and not ſlanting 
Thus he will ſlide fafely down it—otherwiſe he may 
probably roll. 


The pace, at firſt going out, ſhould be moderate, for 
two or three miles—It may then be encreaſed—Burt: 
the pace ſhould be moderated again towards the end 
of the march, to bring the Horſes in cool.

| The Column of March, as laid down in the Evolu- 


tions, is the proper Order of March in Genetal— 
In very level, open Countries, and in particular caſes, 
a Column of Squadrons may be proper; ſuch as when 
an Enemy is on the Flank, and it may be necellary 
fuddenly to form the Line oppoſite him. 


The CHAR GE. 


Next after the Evolutions, the Charge in line, ſhall. 
be performed—and be repeated twice, or often2r, as 
the General ſhall diret—The firſt time rapidly, the 
ſecond time with all the rapidity the line is capable 
of, conſiſtent with the union of each Squadron. 


The Charge being the moſt critical opperation of 
Cavalry, too much attention cannot be given to ren- 
der it as offenſive as poſſible. 


The principles of the Charge conſiſt in the perfect 
union, combined with the extreme rapidity of the 
Squadron, for, oppoſed to an enemy, a perfect Line of 
Squadrons is not practicable but each individual 
Squadron muſt be perfect, and the Line muſt be pre- 
ſerved too, as long as it can be done. Each Squadron 
arriving then, in compleat order, and at the moſt 
rapid pace conſiſtent with it about three quarters 
ſpeed or more, within about 10 paces of the enemy 
The Leader muſt give the word Charge! at this 
inſtant each man muſt ſtick the Spurs into his Horſe, 
and the whole ruſh forward, with all the violence 
poſſible, upon the enemy, whether Horſe or Foot, 
with a view to overſet, and throw them down, on which 
occaſion every Horſeman's ſword muſt actively be em- 
ployed to diſcomfit his adverſary. 


The diſtance of Files, as already ordered, muſt on this 
occaſion be carefully preſerved, and on no account 
muſt they be permitted to open, for one oſ the princi- 
pal advantages of diſciplined Cavalry conſiſts in bring- 
ing a greater number of Fighting men to act within a 


given 
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given ſpace, than it is poſſible for any irregular horſe 
to oppole—The head of any mals of Troops being 
defeated, they will turn upon their friends, aud throw 
them into inextricable confuſion, and this is the cri- 


tical moment for a Gallant Officer — to gain immortal 
honor by his exertions. 


CHARGING INFANTRY. - 


In Charging Infantry The Line, arrived within 
about 400 yards of the Infantry, the Ground admit- 
ing of it, taoula be prepared to advance at a goo 
Gallop, ſo that if they tire, they faall not be able to 
fire a ſecond time Should they preſerve their fire, the 
Line ſhould advance when within about 150 yards, at 
a rapid Gallop—Charging as already tecn. 


CHARGING CAVALRY. 


In charging Cavalry—It will be proper to advance 
only at the diitance neceilary to obtain, by degrees, the 
ſpeed required, fo that the Horſes may not be blown 
when they arrive _ the enemy, but be at the heigat 
of their vigour and animation, for the purpoſe ct the 
attack itſelit—and in order to be able to purſue when 
the enemy runs off or to attack again any new body 
that appears, 


SECOND LINE. 


It would be a very proper precaution, in al! attacks, 


to have a few Squadrons at open intervals, ſo as to cover 


the firſt Line, following in perfect order, during both 
the attack and purſuit, in order to fall on when neceſ- 
ſary and to dilcountenance any attempt of the enemy 
to rally, by charging inſtantly and with a view to al. 
ford ſupport in caſe of ill Succeſs, fo that diſordered 


Troops might rally behind them, and recover their 
preſence of mind.

OBSERVATION. 


The Officers ought, at a proper time, to inform their 
men of an inconteſtible truth, which however, 1s not 
always recolle&ted—namely that is haraly practicable 


to kill a Horſeman who tights—But while he runs 


away he is totally defenceleſs, and at the diſpoſal of him 


who purſues, It is only during a diſorderly retreat 


that Cavalry are deſtroyed. 
ATTACK of CANNON. 


In attacking cannon, the moment it isdecided upon, 
the greateſt rapidity is proper, in order to receive as 
few ſhot as poſhble.—The intention being to prevent 
the enemy from carrying them off, by cutting the 
traces Ham- ſtringing the Cattle &c. &c. 


MARCHING in LINE, FIL, or COLUMN. 


All movements ſhall be made on given lines, and 
all Formations on fixed and determined objects. 


The Commanding Officer of the Regiment ſhall 


ſignify the point on which the march is to be directed. 
If perpendicular to the Front—either He, or the ad- 
Jutant, may place himſelf at 30, or 40 yards exactly in 
Front of the leader, ſo as to prolong the line which 
paſles through the Leader's File— Ihe Leader will 
then chuſe any remarkable, and diſtant object, on tie 
prolongation of the Line paſſing from himlelt thro? the 
Officer before him—lIt is the operation of an inſtant. 
The leaders will alſo chuſe another object on the ſame 
Line, either beyond, or on this ſide the firſt object — 
He will conſtantly direct his march ſo as to perſerve 
theſe in one Line. l |

Let 
the two Adjutants, or any perſons, place themſelves on

NATIVE CAVALRY. 


OFFICERS HORSES. 


The Commandants of Cavalry Regi- 
ments are reſponſible, that the Officers 
of their reſpective Corps ſhall not have 
more Horſes aſſigned to them, than, the 
number allowed for cach Rank; they are 
alſo reſponſible, that the Officers of their 
reſpective Corps ſhall not over ride their 
Horſes; uſe them in Carriages; lend 
them to others; nor ſuffer them to run on 
the Courſe on any Pretence whatſoever. 
The Honourable Company's horſes are to 
be ſtrictly applied to Military Purpoſes 
only, and are expected to be ſo well treat- 
ed, and in ſuch Condition, as to be fit for 
Field ſervice on any ſudden Emergency. 


"OSD LLIES 


Great abuſes having exiſted in the ap- 
plication of Orderlies, the Commander in 
Chief directs, that Officers commanding 
Cavalry Regiments are to have no more 


than one Orderly to attend them; unleſs 
they

they ſhall happen to command a diviſion 
of Cavalry; in which caſe, they are to 
have two, or more Orderlies allowed them, 
according to the Nature of the ſervice 
they are employed upon. The Adjutant 
is allo to be allowed an Orderly, fo long 
as he is with the Regiment, but not elſe: 
No Orderlies are to be allowed to any other 
Officers, unleſs they are employed on 
particular Duties, ſuch as being them-

AGE, and SIZE of HORSES. 


Horſes purchaſed for the Native Caval- 
ry muſt not be under 3 years old, in 
Time of Peace ; nor under 4 years old, in 
Time of War: Any Horſe bought above 
7 years old muſt be pertectly tree from 
Blemiſh, and evidently a freſh Horſe: no 
Horſe ought to be purchaſed for the Ca- 


valry that does not meaſure 14 Hands 
high.
